If the Zoning Board grants the necessary yard variance, there is 
only one engineering addition I would suggest, A note indicating 
that the protection dike is to be constructed of reinforced concrete 
should be added to the plan. The design should be based on an 
impact load of a 20 ton truck traveling at 15 mph. Although most 
traffic moves faster on this road, it may be assumed that the 
perimeter fence will absorb some of the speed.
